Saved by Frankness, 

The lawyer whose honesty is proved 
bas the confidence of the judge and 
jury. A story of Abraham Lincoln Is 
an illustration. He was appointed to 
defend one charged with murder. The 
crime was a brutal one, the evidence 
entirely circumstantial, the accused a 
stranger, Feeling was high and against 
the friendless defendant. On the trial 
Lincoln drew from the witnesses full 
statements of what they saw and 
knew. There was no effort to confuse, 
no attempt to place before the jury 
the facts other than they were. In the 
argument, after calling atrention to the 
fact that there was no direct testimo- 
ny, Lincoln reviewed the circum- 
stances and, after conceding that this 
and that seemed to point to defend- 
ant’s guilt, closed by saying that he 
had reflected much on the case, and, 
while it seemed probable that defend- 
ant was guilty, he was not sure and, 
looking the jury straight in the face, 
said, “Are you?” The defendant was 
acquitted, and afterward the real crim- 
inal was detected and punished. Hew 
different would have been the conduct 
of many lawyers! Some would have 
striven to lead the judge into technical 
errors with a view to an appeal to a 
higher court. Others would have be- 
come hoarse in denunciation of wit- 
nesses, decrying the lack of positive 
testimony and the marvelous virtue of 
a reasonable doubt.

VOICE CULTURE. 


An Arabian Recipe For Improving the 
Quality of the Voice. 

“I do not remember your name, but 
I have never forgotten the sound of 
your voice.” said one woman to an- 
other when they met recently after a 
casual meeting on a summer vacation. 
The Vodice in question was very soft 
and very lovely, with a peculiarly 
pleasing intonation, which made it 
quite distinctive. 

Of course every one knows that love- 
ly women ought to have lovely voices, 
but not every one knows that women 
can do very, very much to improve 
the voice and that oftentimes its harsh- 
ness or nasal sound is due to careless- 
ness. 

Sarah Bernhardt’s wonderful voice is 
one of the secrets of her phenomenal 
success. She tells in her memories of 
a visit to the palace of the beautiful 
Empress Eugenie and the shock it 
gave her when that wonderfully beau- 
tiful woman spoke. “That rough, hard 
voice coming from that brilliant wo- 
man gave me a shock,” she writes. 
“From that moment I felt ill at ease 
with her in spite of her graciousness 
and kindness.” 

The teachers in some of the modern 

religious schools hold that the voice is 
an indication of the soul. Unquestion- 
ably it is influenced by thought, for 
Ligh minded folk who think deeply 
and beautifully have well modulated 
and sonorous voices with a pleasing 
sound. 
' It is absurd to strain our voices as 
we do in cities by talking against so 
much noise. No wonder the average 
voice is shrill, hard, nasal and un- 
Pleasant. But the greatest injury done 
the voice is through improper breath- 
ing, and this again affects the entire 
health. Paying attention to this, there- 
fore, with the thought of improving 
the voice, will benefit the entire sys- 
tem. It is a good plan to listen care- 
fully to voices about you and critically 
at your own, practicing deep and regu- 
lar breathing and such sounds as are 
round and full and deep. It is rarely 
necessary to talk as loud as the aver. 
age woman does, and one should learn 
not to talk at all in the streets where 
there is such a fush and roar of nvise. 
Learn to enunciate clearly and dis- 
tinetly, a thing which few women do. 
Do not mumble your words or “swal- 
low” them, but say them precisely and 
clearly. — 

The fiasal sound so often noticeable 
in women’s voices is due to adenoids. 
which are a growth of tissue back of 
the nose, preventing a full, free circu- 
Jation of air through the nostrils and 
cause, in addition to the harm to the 
‘voice, ear and throat, troubles in num- 
jbers of ways. These growths ought to 
be removed. In time the nasal and 
throat spray will come to be as es- 
teemed an article on the dressing table 
as the tooth wash and brush are now. 
} Lemon juice and sugar will clear the 
voice. Singers often eat an apple just 
before singing, as this helps also to 
clear the voice.

One weekly, after retaining over

[ie each receive $625 for a line of 


slleged poetry. The vast sum received 
‘shows how extensive is the new craze, 
for it comprises 150,000 sixpences. 
That each of these answers is care- 
4 fully examined is a contention that 
tan scarcely be accepted. 

The judging is supposedly done by 
the editor and some novelist of stand- 
ing. But The British Weekly claims 
that the real work is done as follows: 
--In the first place a numbor of clerks 
!ppen the envelopes, carefully remove 
| we “tanners,” and throw in the 


waste-paper basket such ines thet 
make no attempt at scanning. Fur- 
ther sifting takes place, and finally a 
few hundred answers are sent up to 
the referees for final adjudication. 

Frequently it happens that two con- 
testants send in identically the same 
lines; one gets a large cash prize and 
the other is ignored. But the ag- 
grieved one. having agreed to accept 
the editor’s decision as final, has no 
redress. 

Advertisements are also published 
of firms that will supply missing lines 
for such people as have not enough 
poetic invention to write their own 

esses. Most of these lines incline 

that lowest form of wit-puns. But 
the claim is made that many .pur- 
chasers of these poetic tips have car- 
tied off substantial prizes. 

The suggestion is also made by 
London Truth that many faulty and 
foolish lines are included: among the 
prize-winners to gull into the compe- 
tition a class of people who in any 
bona-fide contest of’ brain would not 
have the least possible chance. While 
not making uny insinuation as to the 
probity of the judges, it will be inter-

DANGEROUS FREIGHT. 


Cargoes That Are a Source of Danger 
to Vessels. 

Exhaustive experiments by the New 
South Wales government have now 
proved—what has all along been sus 
pected—that wool will under certain 
conditions ignite spontaneously 
that consequently it 
cargo to carry. 

Probably, therefore, it will be added 
to the list of commodities which the 
beard of trade decrees must be stowed 
with extra care, commodities which in 
clude such diverse articles as matches, 
acids, gunpowder, coal, wheat and tim- 
ber. 

This, however, will be but poor con- 
solation to the harassed sea captain, 
sinte all these things have to be car- 
ried anyhow, somehow. Besides, the 
danger frequently lies not so much in 
cargoes known to be dangerous as ip 
those supposed to be safe. 

Thus a ‘cargo of glass bottles came 
within an ace of wrecking the sailing 
ship Camel off the Isle of Wight a short 
time ago, and a patent paint drying 
preparation sufficed to send to the bot- 
tom of the strait of Magellan the Do 
terel and the 143 souls aboard her. 

Potatoes that decayed into a putrid 
pulp eryendered a pestilence that a 
couple of years ago killed eleven out 
or twenty-seven of the crew of one of 
the finest vessels in the American met 
cantile marine and nearly caused her 
total loss off Tenerife. This year tp 
one of the Liverpool docks the emana- 
tions from a cargo of soap blew a ship 
well nigh to bits and killed a number 
of men whe were working in her bold 

The other day « bark put out from 
Cadiz with a huge block of granite 
poised near her after hatch. This 
through some mismanagement fell into 
the hold, broke through her bottom and 
sank her there and then. Three huge 
vans filled with furniture cuused the 
Marie Roze to capsize and founder in 
Marseilles harbor.
